Ask any fisherman about fishing 
reels and you will awaken a 


bonafide, anglinghardwareexpert. P® 


Fishermen chose their equipment 
based on past experience, type of 
fishing and sheer luck. The fact of 
the matter is man has been catch- 
ing fish with everything but a reel 
and rod for most of known time. So 
why all the discussion? 

The onset of the use of line 
wrapped around a spool that pays 
out in an orderly fashion has im- 
proved the success rate of actually 
catching and keeping a fishtenfold, 
hence, the often heated discussion 
on reels and reel performance. 
These discussions revolve around 
types of reels, size of reels and the 
styles of reels. 

Depending on the type of fishing 
youareinto, in America alone there 
are hundreds of companies willing 
to sell you a reel to catch anything 
from albacore to zebra fish. There 
are fly-fishing reels, spinning reels, 
bs casting reels, spin casting and 

ig reels. 

‘These of ‘course come in all types 
of styles and sizes. Bigger reels for 
bigger fish are a general mind set. 
But, many anglers areintoalighter, 
high tech tackle in search of tech- 
nique over power to land a fish. In 
reality, it’s what works for you. 

Just like any fisherman, I too 
have an opinion on reels. Of course 
it has taken me many years of trail 
and error, and lots of hard earned 
cash to realize certain reels can do 
double duty or even triple duty. The 
major advantage of this theory is 

wing the way reel works and 
just simple adjustments to 
fish for a new, species. 

Town a Penn 650SS reel. I use it 
for boat fishing, surf casting and 
heavy fresh water fishing. coupled 
it to a medium/heavy, 10-foot rod, 
for trolling off a boat or throwing 
lures off the beach or I change to a 
lighter rod for fresh water fishing. 
Sure I would like to have a special- 
ized reel and rod package for every 
type of fishing, but who can afford 
buying all those set ups? 

The trick is to add accessories to 
your reel, buy anextra spool andan 
extra rod or two. This allows you 
the flexibility to quickly adapt to a 
new fishing situation. Find a reel 
that will have a range of possibili- 
ties and you can use it for many 
types of fishing. 

After fussing with all kinds of 
reels and selling or trading them 
because I got caught up every year 
with buying the new, I can’t live 
without the reel, I settled with a 
couple of reel companies, Penn and 
Cortland. I use Penn gear for my 
spin and big game fishing and 
Cortland products for fly fishing. 

After years on of experimenta- 
tion, I decided on these reels be-
